Australia Elects 
National Gov't 
Tomorrow 


Australia goes to the polls this 
Saturday, and rightwing obse: vers 
here and abroad are making antic- 
ipatory noises ahout continuation 
of a conservative trend allegedly 
begun with the Labor defeat in 
New Zealand last week. 


‘As in New Zealand, a Labo gov- 
ernment in power is being chal- 
lengted by the parties of big busi- 
ness, the Country and Liberal pui- 
ties. Both of the latter have catn- 

paigned against nationalization 
wale the Labor government has 
replied that it really doesn’t intend 
io nationalize all industry, anvhow. 
Prime Minister J. B. Chifley has 
termed statements to the contrary 
as “false and malicious.” 

Both rightist party leaders, R. G 
Menzies of the Liberals and A W. 
Faddon of the Country party, have 
hoasted that, in the event of vic 
tory, they will outlaw the Com-. 
munist Party and make it a crime 
for Communists to hold trade union 
or zovernment office. 

While the reigning Labor Party 
has said it will not outlaw the 
Communist Party, it insists it will 
continue prosecuting party mem- 
bers for alleged breaches o/ the 
law. It is the present Labor gov- 
“‘emmment which prosecuted Con.- 
munist leader L. Sharkey for “se- 
dition” under the notorious Crimes 
Act. for a speech opposing ant- 
Soviet war policies.

Whereas Hungary produced no 
rice at all in 1945, enhals fitre 
quality rice today is already being 
grown to feed the whole Hun- 
garian population and to export 
some as well. Rice is grown on 
-| irrigated fields on the formerly

or four rice crops the svil of the 
puszta, divested of salt and other 
harmful substances, for the first 
time in history, will be suitable 
for wheat production. 

Special cotton seeds imported 
from the Soviet Union and from 
Bulgaria were planted experimen- 
tally on a thousand acres for the 
first time this year. The crop has 
been so successful that enough 
seed has been produced to plant 
4.000 acres next year. By ~1953, 
Hungary will be producing cotton 
on 300,000 acres, enough to sup- 
ply more than half the country's 
raw cotton needs. Until now, 100 
percent had to be imported. 
e As for sugarbeet, scientific ex- 
| perimentation—a development im- 

sible in the prewar semi-feuda- 
istic economy—has in one year 
raised the sugar content from 16 
20 percent. Meanwhile, sugar 
factories, often located consider- 
able distances from the formerly 
privately owned fields, have been 
moved next to the fields. This 
eases the strain on rail transport 
and at the same time begins to lay 
the foundations for the socialist 
ideal of the eradication of the dif- 
ference between town and country- 
side and the industrial and agricul- 


tural worker.
